High school was established in 1908. Before that, students were only educated 


to the 8th grade. The high school was built in 1912. The City Park is now at 
that location. 


A telephone exchange was set up in the home of Charles Alexander in 1901 
and served 12 telephones, mostly to doctors and professional men. 


Work on Provo Canyon Road was begun on June 6, 1858. A bridge near the 
mouth of the canyon was completed by October, 1858. 


Teenagers dragged Main Street in horse-drawn cutters. Racing and cutting 
shiners was their favorite winter sport. 


In the early days of Heber, gypsies would come and camp along Sixth South. 
They would drive into town with a big span of horses and wagons and camp for 
awhile. They canvassed the town begging for money and food and told fortunes 
to the townspeople. 


An early school house called Sleepy Hollow School was located on the quar- 
ter block of 200 West and 300 South. As late as 1906-1907, high school sub- 
jects were taught there to about twenty students. 


The Indians, on their visits to Heber, camped on the open ground of the Clyde 
farm, (where the high school now stands) and engaged in races, games and com- 
petitions of physical -skill.
